More Christmas Cards This Year! 

It is anticipated that nearly three and one half billion Christmas 
cards will have been mailed by Christmas Eve this year, the largest 
number of Christmas greetings ever exchanged. It will require about 
$170 million worth of postage Stamps to deliver them to America’s 
fifty-six million households. 

These are the estimates of The Greeting Card Association whose 
member publishers ^account for more than 80 r /c of the total output. 
The Association says that the average American household (3.3 per¬ 
sons) sends 75 Christmas cards or about 20 for each member of the 
family. Christmas card shoppers will make their selection from over 
fifty thousand different Christmas card designs, about 30 % of which 
are religious in character. 

The Association says that notwithstanding the many advances 
that have been made in Christmas card designing during recent years, 
nineteen primary Christmas symbols and about the same number of 
basic religious motifs still prevail. Among the most popular general 
Christmas card design symbols are Santa Claus, holly and poinsettia, 
and nostalgic winter scenes.

W. T. Grants Nov. 
Sales Record High 

Peter Cordeiro, manager of the 
Diskay store at Bridge Shopping 
Center, Agawam, today an¬ 
nounced Company record sales 
for the month ended Nov. 30th 
of $94,891,401, up 12.15 per cent 
or $10,270,228 over last years 
November sales of $84,531,263.
